ERE are some new ways 
‘of making trifles. which 
are pleasing to” the taste

To make lemon trifle, 
break three’ sponge cakes 
into a pie-dish’ and pour 
over them a custard. 

:-For this custard take half a 
pint of milk and put it into. a’ 
saucepan with one dessertspoon- 
ful of-sugar and the grated rinds 
lof two Ilomons. Heat the milk, 
then ‘stir in-a piece of butter the 
sizt of ‘anegg. 

| .Make ready _in_a_ basin _ the 
yolks of three ergs, well beaten, 
Pour the hot milk over ‘these, 
stirring all’. the. time, When 
quite thick the custard is ready, 
If not thick chough heat again 
for a few minutes, but do -not 
allow to boil, 

Whip the whites of the eggs 
to a stiff froth with a pinch of 
salt, then add one dessertapoon- 
ful of sugar. Pour the custard 

over the sponge. cakes, then 
squeeze lemon juice over; and 
pile the whipped whites of eggs 


on ‘top. Place the dish in the 
oven to brown slightly, if 
desired. . : 


Yo Make Coffee Trifle 


Prepare by first Hning a dish 
with sponge cakes, cut in half and 
spread with fresh or canned straw- 
berrics or raspberries, well mashed 
and sprinkled with castor sugar to 
taste. Now add two sliced bananas 
and ratafia. 

Have ready one pint of coffee 
made with new milk, Make this 
exactly the same strength as for 
drinking. Now prepare ‘one pint 
of custard with the coffee, using 
custard powder er two fresh eggs, 
as preferred. Pour into the trifle

The Chairman, pursuant to notice, 
moved the adoption of the by-laws 
relating to Reconstituted Milk afd 
ReconstHuted Cream 1s previously 
published. 


He snid:) Members are doubtless 
aware that reconstituted milk and 
reconstituted cream have_ recently 
‘been put on sale in this Colony by 
two local companies. The products 
have heen widely advertised in the 
local press. The by-laws which you 
are being asked to pass to-day re- 
present the efforts-of the Health Au- 
thoritles to frame tegislation which 
will cover ttre manufacture and sale 
of these artictes of food. 


It is first necessary that 1 should 
explain what reconstituted mili {s, 
The constituents of ordinary milic are 
generally classified as (1) milk fat, 
(2) solids-not-fat and (3) water, 
Mille fat rises ns “cream” to the sur- 
face of milk which {s left standing 
and may be separated off and churn- 
ed into butter. The solfds-not-fot 


consist of proteins, lactose (or milk- |-

After the milk fat has been removed 
from milk the~rcemaining fluld is 
known aos skimmed mills.. The water 
in ‘this skimmed milk may 

evaporated, leaving ao. fine powder 
(skimmed milk powder) which con- 
tains oll the solids-not-fat. We have 
thus separated our original mills into 
(a) butter (b) skimmed-mill powder 
and (¢) water, (a) and (b). are 
easily transportable and may be pre- 
served almost indefinitely, while (c) 
is available everywhere, Since the 
changes undergone by the milic fat 
(butter) and” by “the: solids-not-fat 
(skimmed mille powder) are physical 


‘| changes and not chemical oncs, it ¢s 


possible, by recombining them with 
water, in the proper proportions, to 
re-produce a liquid: which has the 
appearance and most of the other 
qualities of “milk.” This liquid ts 
generally deseribed nowadays 
“reconstituted mill.” 


VITAMIN QUESTION 
It is vitally important, however, to 


note that “reconstituted milk" is not 
“milk” and must never be allowed to

Is composition js controlled 
at the will of the manufacturer ‘and 
may be maintained uniformly, 
whereas fresh cow's milk vartes in 
composition according to the weather, 
climate; season of the ‘year, the 
cow's food, ett.

In reconstituted milk are more 
minuteé,- microscopically . speaking, 
than the globules of fat in fresh 
cow's milk, and therefore reconstitut- 
ed milk is more casily digested by 
‘nfants. But tha most jmportant dif- 
ference between reconstituted milk 
nnd ordinary milk is that the former 
does not contain’ some of the vita- 
‘mins—for instance those known: as 
vitamins B and C--which ore present 
In ordinary milk, and which. help to 
make ordinary millt such an ideal 
food, especially for infants, Vitamins 
are rather unstable substances of 
which . comparatively little is yet 
bInown.: They are easily destroyed 
by heat and the process of evaporat- 
Ing-off the water in sltimmed: mili 
In order to produce’ skimmed ‘mill 


powder results {n the: absence of; 


vitamins in the skimmed mili pow- 
der which Js used'in the manufacture 
of reconstituted mill. Vitamins pre~ 
sent in’ butter will still be present 
in reconstituted mills ond -xecon- 
stituted cream provided that these 
substances are not heated to too high 
a temperature during the process of 
manufacture. 

The Urban Council has power, 
under Scction 6 of the Public Health 
(Food) Ordinance, No. 13 of 1935, 
fo make by-laws covering the manur 
facture and sale.of any article of 
food, It ss. considered essential to 
make by-laws covering the condi- 
dons of manufacture and sale of re- 
aonstituted milk and reconstituted 
eream jn this Colony.: 


_A CHEAPER PRODUCT 


It is obvious that, in order to make 
it a commercial _puccess, reconstituted 
milk must be sold:more cheaply than 
ordinary mili nnd I conceive it to 
be the duty of the Council to frame 
by-laws which will ensure, inter alla 
(1) that the public Js.not misled 
Into believing that reconstituted mk 
is identical with or as. good as or- 
dinary milk, and,(2) that the public 
gets what it asks for and what it poys 
for, for instance, if a ‘customer usis 
for “a bottle of milk” he must get 
ordinary milk: and not reconstituted 
milk. . ' 

I will now proceed to explain the 
“objects and reasons” of these by- 
laws, J 

By-law 1. This is an attempt to 
define reconstituted milic and recon- 
stituted cream for. the puvpose of 
these by-laws only. In this connec- 
tion Y should make It clear that the 
Urban Council: has not the powcr to. 
preseribe legal standards for recon- 


- stituted milk or. any other article of 


food. This can be done only by the 
Governor-in-Couneil under the 
powers conferred by the Adulterated 
Food and Drugs Ordinance, No, 8 of 
1935. It Js proposed, to ask the 
Governos-in-Counci}_ to, prescribe. ‘a 
standard for reconstituted milk iden- 
tical with (hat prescribed for or- 
dinary cow's milk (namely 3.25% of 
milk fot and 85% of solids-not-fat) 
and’ to prescribe that reconstituted 
cream shall ‘contain not less thon 
25% of milk fat. 4

There are signs that Hong- 
kong: is officially aware of the 
continuing , danger of epidemic 
here: Dr. S. -N.- Chau’s 
penetrating questions in the 
Urban Council and Dr,’ Py S. 
Selwyn-Clarke’s recent appeal 
for public co-operation are in- 
dicative of the public and 
professional interest in the 
situation. This. newspaper has 
discussed the problem of com- 
munity safeguards and has 
given the ‘widest publicity to 
reports on the progress of the 
fight ‘against smallpox, which 
has heen waged tirelessly by 
doctors and nurses for the past 
many months, in the hope of 
impressing upon the public the 
necessity for co-operation in 
precaution. And although the 
subject may be distasteful to 
many who feel that it is being 
over-emphasised, it is submitted 
that preparedness in this con- 
nection is one thing which can- 
not be too often or too greatly 
stressed, Possibly by repeti- 


tion of warnings in one form or} 


another the proper attitude to 
disease generally may be 
created. Smallpox is not. the 
only thing this community (nas 
to guard against. The condi- 
tions in, which the bulk of the 
population lives are such that 
‘disease can’ and will. spread 
rapidly unless everything possi- 
ble is done to prevent and cox- 
trol it. And prevention should 
come “before. control, and is 
more to be desired than cure. 


Admittedly, it- is not among 
-the English-reading population 
that the need for enlightenment 
Lis. most -evident.. But the 
ignorant people can be reached 
through servants and employees 
to some extent; and if every 
householder and employer of 
labour were to disseminate in- 
formation on this vital subject 
of health, the knowledge would 
reach many. thousands.

Each Year 


5,000 Million Pins — 


VERYBODY .uses the simple 
~ pin, very few people .manu- 
facture it—two facts that equal- 
ly delight the cheerful pin in- 
dustry that has flourished in 
England, on family lines, for 
three centuries. 


Thére are few upstarts in the 
pin world, for the total British 
industry is worth only a little 
more than £400,000 a year, em- 
ploying some 3,000 people, and 
would-be industrial emperors 
aim at greater trades, So most 
of the pin firms have histories 
at least a century old, and fadd- 
ed. Press-cuttings and. daguerro- 
types of worthy Victorians 
cluster the walls of their sedate 
‘offices. 2 


Nevertheless, gins have founded 
several fortunes. The pin king of 
Britain, Mr. Charles Beard, now in 
his seventy-ninth year, ‘chairman 
and.almost sole proprietor of Kirby, 
Beard and Co., Lid., spent his youth 
hunting and travelling the world, 
and lives in a pleasant house with 
some 100 acres .near Leamington. 
His brother William, who died on his 
way to Egypt several years ago, had 
been for 30 years one of the staun- 
chest winter residents of Shepheard’s, 
in Cairo, and a pillar of Egyptian 
Pomy-reclag, 

* 


The brothers inherited their busi- 
ness at Birmingham, the centre of the 
industry, from their father, George 
Beard, who lived in a huge country 
house at Thickthorn, near Kenil- 
worth, and died some years before 
the war worth about £60,000 after 
having made over the business to his 
sons. Before him there was another 
George Beard, who joined the Kirbys 
in 1810—the Kirbys had disappeared, 
by 1854. The big store of Kirby, 
Beard in Paris, founded to sell pins 
after the Napoleonic wars, now has 
2 capital of 4,000,000 francs, and still 
contributes to the family fortunes. 


' There are no more Beards to carry 
on“the name, but their successors are 
ready. Old George Beurd, governor 
of a school near Birmingham, noticed 
that young Walter Villers came up 
for,a prize three years in succession.

He' gave him a job, and now Mr.|. 


Walter Villers, business man in the 
grand old tradition, is managing 
director of the firm, with his son, 
Cecil, on the board. Their products 
—for they make many things now 
beside pins—go all over the world. 

The Beards are the biggest of the 
pin families, but there are others. 
Daniel Froote Tayler once invented 
a pinmachine, and his name, ‘but not 
his: family, still trades. -About. the 
same time, Robert Charlton started 
to. make pins.’ A Charles Lambert 
bought him out, and was bought out 
in turn by. the present’ firth, Tubbs 
Lewis and Ca.)

William Prym, with his huge Pris 
near Aachen, his private railway 
station, his own smelting works, was 
invading the English market.

On the Continent, Prym was havin 
trouble with Waldes, originally :

Dresden. . But in England they sank 
differences, and, helped by. ‘a. big 
German Government subsidy, sys- 
tematically undercut ‘the Beards, the 
Goodmans, the Taylers and such, In 
desperation, Enelish pin-makers be~ 
gan to undercut too, Twice they 
formed an association to stabilise

This was 
Sir Walter Caine Hillier, an outstanding sinologue of his

Sir Walter C, Hillicr was born 
in Hongkong in 1849. He was 
the son of Charles Batten and 
Eliza Mary (Medhurst) Hillier. 
His parents were highly educated

in those days for Europeans, 
both possessed an extensive 
knowledge and. interest in the 
Cantonese idiom, and were warm 
' friends of the Chinese in-

The father, morcover, was & mall 
who had, in the space of five years, 
advanced’ from the position of a 
former ship's mate to Chicl Magis- 
trate of the: Colony—o truly re« 
markable achievement, perhaps, un~ 
precedented in the annals of . old 
Hongkong.’ The mother was the 
daughter of the Rev. Walter H. 
Medhurst, D. D., of the London Mis- 
sionary Socicty of Shanghai, who 
‘wos famed 
‘gompiling one of the first Chincse- 
English dictlonarics, which for many 
years was a stundard work in all the 
foreign consulates along the China 
coast, Y 


EDUCATED AT HOME 


Jn view of such’a cultural heritage, 
it Is not surprising that the son, Sir 
Walter, should decide to make the 
acquisition of the Chinese language 
his serlous purpose in lfc, and to 
devote his knowledge to the service 
of the Crown. Perhaps the parents 
foresaw thelr son’s laudable —ambi- 
Yon; for they decided to glve him an 
excellent education at Home. 


He:was first sent to the Bedford 
Grammer School, and later to 
Blundel’s “School at Tiverton tn 
Devon, After his graduation from

RETIREMENT IRKSOME 


Unlike many of his colleagucs who 
looked forward to thelr years of re- 
{irement, he, however, found it 
rather irksome, and consequently 
looked forward to the time when he 
could be “in harness’ once more. 

‘At length in 1900, upon the out- 
break of the Boxer |’ Rebellion, his 
opportunity to gerve-in China again 
came with his appointment as 
Political Officer to. the China Ex- 
peditlonary Foree, His services in 
rewarded with | 
the bestowal of a medal, and the fur- 
ther nomination as Acting Secretary 
to the Legation at Peking. 

Upon his return home in 1903, ‘he 
was nominated o C.B, (Civil Division), 
nnd was also Invited to occupy the 
Chair of Professor of Chinese

College of the University of London.

Make thia 
exactly the same atrength as for 
drinking. Now prepare one pint 
of custard with the coffee, using 
custard powder or two fresh eggs, 
an preferred.-~Pour into the trifle 
and leave until‘set and cold, then 


decorate with glace cherrics or 
angelica finely cut, and a few dabs 
of whipped cream. : 

For grapefrult trifle peel and 
remove all the pith from one large 
or two small grapefruit, then cut 
into meat picces. Place a layer of 
cornflakes in the bottom of a glass 
dish, then a Inyer of grapefruit 
and sprinkle with castor sugrr. 

Make a lemon jelly and pour over 
the grapefruit, then repeat with 
layers of cornflakes and grapes 
fruit—and more jelly. When set 
firmly decorate the trifle with any 
fresh or canned ‘berry fruits and 
whipped cream.

QUOTAS | 
RAISED 


British Territory 
Benefits Greatly 


London, Mar. 20, 

The final recommendations of the 
International Rubber Committce to 
the signatory governments with re- 
gard to the renewal of the regulation 
agreement, contain among other 
things proposals for alteration of the’ 
basic quotas for the yenra 1930 to 
1943, Compared with the figures put 
forward carlier, the recommendations 
for Malaya, the Netherlands Indics 
and Slam are unchanged, but Ceylon’s 
proposed quota for each year now 13s 
now 8,000 tons above that of the 
original recommendation. . 

Similarly, Burma is offered an 
additional 1,500 tons cach year; 
North Bornco an additional 2,000 
in 1939, 1,750 in °1940, 1941 
and 1042, and 1,250 in 1943; 
Sarawak on additional 4,000 each 
year, except in the case of 1940, when 
it Js offered an extra 4,250 tons. 

The full text of the final recom- 
mendations of the committee will be 
published as soon as possible, 

While the International Rubber 
Committee's decision to leave the 
quota for the second quarter un- 
changed has not surprised the 
majority, London rubber prices 
nevertheless broke sharply, dipping 
under sixpence for the first time for 
four years. 

The weakness was chiefly attri- 
buted to outside Iquidation which 
found the market bereft of buyers 
who, anticlpating further liquidation 
of the weak positions, are at present 
holding off. i

The Government, while adhering to 
all Sts treaty obligations, and while 
ready snd anxious to reassert its ace 
ceptanee of the responsibilities of the

uncertaln commitment which would 
have made participation of its People 
in war dependent upon the decision 
of-a government other than fits own. 

At the same time public opinion 
also realised that no nation, cutting as 
it were o fireline in a forest, could set 
limits over Its nction, and with all 
that In mind {it was not prepared to 
see this country Ict yo its constructive 
efforts by whatever means might, 
from time to time, scem most pro- 
mising, te find a solutlon for ques- 
tions which might jJcopardise Euro- 
can peace. 

Lord Halifax procecded to critichse 
the recent manifesto of the Natlonal 
Council of Labour, and sald the 
manifesto seemcd to him an example 
of the Intellectual gulf which those 
who spoke for Labour always con- 
eerned themselves. to dic between 
themselves and the majority of pub- 
He opinion which had genernlly en- 
dorsed Government statements of 
policy, The manifesto called for a 
reversal of the Government's policy 
fowards the Spanish clvil war, but 
the Government would ‘ continue a 
policy of non-intervention. ° 

As to the suggestion for calling: a 
Leacue assembly, if he raw anv usc~ 
ful purpose In so doine he would. hut 
the Government could not support 
anv such polley, It was obvious the 
League could only cither pass resolu- 
tions, which would have no effect. or 
endenvour to bring the forces of its 
members together in ai defensive 
alllance. and that would only make 
the hostile natlons more determined. 

“If we are to succeed, we must be 
reasonable. If we maintain all our 
old friendshivs, and {f we can extend 
the circle of our friends, as I believe 
we can, throuch our conversations 
with the Italian Government. and by 
resuminy the old relations which un-~ 
hanvily have been temporarily inter- 
rupted, we shall render'a real service 
to the commonwealth.

HALIFAX OUTLINES POLICY

The pin that the housewife unthink- 
ingly sticks into her dress, or the 
banker into pile of papers, has a 
history longer than that of almost 
any domestic article.
